r. It can't he expes 2d that J Proteſtant 
Nation ſnould enjoy an unmoleſt:d Peace 


from Thoſe, whoſe avowed Principles are 


ſuch, as are abſolutely inconſiſtent with its 


Safety. Wherever therefore the profeſſed 


Policy of any People is ſuch, as is irrecon- 


- laable io the Nature of Things to their: 
Neighbour's Quiet, the Wonder is, that 


They are permitted to enjoy Peace, not that 
They are diſturbed. If therefore we ſurvey 
| the 
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the avowed Principles of the P Papiſis, what 
they conſtantly maintain, and what they in- 
ſtill into all their Converts, we muſt ever ex- 
pect from Them the daring Enterprizings of 
an open Enemy, as well as the more crafty 
and ſubtle Stratagems of one reſolved by 
any Means to obtain his Ends. The Policy 
of Rome is plainly ſupported by, and found- 
cd upon the Pretenſe of Religion; thence by 
rede (ſuch as they are,) it has at- 
ſumed a Title to the Monarchy of the Chri- 
rag World; and under the Form of dire&- 
ing the Conſciences of Men, has by De- 
| grecs uſurp'd a Power over their Perſons and 


Foſſoſſi lions. 


*Tis not my De ſign at preſent to examine the 

Truth of zny of their Pripciples; nor to fhew 
7 you, that there is not ane Word in Scripture, 
from whence it can be infeird, that any of 

thoſe extravagant Pow: cs they pretend to, be- 

long to the Church of Rome, or to its Head. 

But 1 ſhajl conſider their ex rbitant Claims in 

a Political View; and here ſhall only obſerve 
that their Practices are exact, confſtent, and 
regular; and what every one may naturally 
expect from ſuch everlaſting Sources of 

_ Confulion. 


Every Principle upon which that mighty 


Vabrick is created, is {0 contrived, that in its

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natural Conſequentes it fopports a Tempora 
Greatneſs, at the ſame Time that it pretends 
to ſupport a Kingdom which is not of this 
| World: it advances a worldly Intereſt, and pro- 
motes 23 worldly Power, under the Name of 
Chriſtianity ;, and by a Slight of” Men and 
Cunning Craftineſs to hereby they lye in wait 50 

arceive, Godlineſs is made the Cover for 
Grandure, and the Salvation of Souls for 
Riches and Pomp. Were the Advancement 
of Power the only Point in View, the Wit 
of Man could never invent a more happy 
Contrivance than this Mixture of civil and 
ſpiritual Authority: The blending them to- 
gether, and thereby making one Ecclefraſti- 
co-Civil Power, enables the Perſon who 1s 
veſted therewith to a& in any Capacity, 
as beſt it ſuits his Intereſts; and by the ma- 
king either Ci or Spiritual Power, as Occa- 
ion requires, ſubſer vient each to the other, he 
has always the higheſt Probability of Succeſs. 


Upon this Foundation is acted all the 
Spiritual Tyranny of Rome, and its Mo- 
narchy, by a ſtrange but dextrous Manage- 
ment, is extended over many of the dude 
of all the Princes of Europe; and by lay 
ing hold of Conſcience, and tying them up 
to an implicit Obe dicnce, they are brought 
mwore readily to ſubmit to, and execute, the 
Commands of their Spirizual Diner, :

and things are thus embarrais'd, at ſuch #

Folly. 


Tis certainly the Intereſt of us all, (if 
we are Judges of our own Intereſts) to 
make our Crown, not a Crown of Thorns 
upon our Sovereign's Head, but one of Peace, 
and Eaſe, and Comfort. We are certainly _ 
bleſſed with a Kino, in bimfel the beſt dil- 
poled to make this Nation happy ; and we 
have all the Reaſon in the World to expect

Conſtancy, and Courage. But if we abuſe 


theſe Priviledges, and ſtrive to make him
